Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an International application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b) only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2)(a) of such treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United 
states for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

2. Claims 28-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lyons 
et al. (US 5,970,362). 

Lyons discloses the limitations of: 
For claims 28-33: 

trench isolation region formed within a substrate (24, fig. 2D) electrically isolating 
adjacent active device regions from each other, said planarized ( fig. 2H) trench 
isolation region containing a conformal oxide liner (25, fig. 2F) confined within and along 
sidewalls of said planarized trench isolation region, wherein said conformal oxide liner 
has rounded corners between a top surface of said substrate and a trench dielectric 
filling (26, fig. 2G) said trench(col. 5, Ins. 1-26). 

It would be inherent that the liner would form rounded corners, because the 
materials for the liner and filler are the same, therefore the CMP process would naturally 
yield the rounded corners as claimed in the present application. 
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Respons to Arguments
